Safe Meth ods of Canning 
Th e Ex tension Serv ice of A. and 
M. College of 
Tex as 
recommends 
two meth ods of canning as 
being 
safe, p rev enting sp oilage, and 
re­ 
taining th e max imum am ount of food 
v alue, flav or, tex ture, 
and 
color. 
One meth od is to p rocess meats and 
v egetables ex cep t tom atoes and rip e 
p imentoes in 
a 
p ressure 
cooker. 
Th e oth er meth od is th e w ater bath 
for fruits, tomatoes and rip e p imen­ 
toes. 
Use Pressure Cooker for Canning 
Vegetables and Meats 


Th e steam p ressure cooker is th e 
safest way to can v egetables 
and 
meats, because it is th e best way to 
destroy th e resistant bacteria p res­ 
ent in th ese foods. One of th e most 
dangerous bacteria and th e h ardest 
to destroy is th e bacillus botulinus. 
W h en th ese bacteria are not 
des­ 
troy ed in th e sp ore stage, th ey may 
grow later and p roduce a tox in or 
p oison in th e food. Th e worst p art 
about th is p oisoning is th at usually 
one cannot smell it, taste it, or see 
it. You may not know it is th ere by 
any v isible sign. 
One 
small 
bite 
could cause death or sev ere illness. 
Because th ere are such 
dangerous 
bacteria we must destroy 
th em 
if 
th ey are p resent. In fact, if we fol­ 
low p recautions to destroy th e bac­ 
illus botulinus, we really 
do 
not 
need to worry about th e oth er bac­ 
teria. 
Bacillus botulinus is destroy ed by 
p rocessing under p ressure 
at 
240 
degrees to 250 degrees F for a cer­ 
tain length of time, according to th e 
p roduct and th e size of th e contain­ 
er. In th e w ater bath or ov en, th e 
tem p erature of th e food inside th e 
ja r nev er reach es h igh er th an 212 
degrees F. In th e ov er th e tem p er­ 
ature may be 250 degrees to 27 5 
degrees, around th e 
ja r 
with out 
breaking th e jar, but inside th e jar 
th e food remains at 212 degrees F. 
Th e only way to get liquid h igh er 
th an 212 degrees F is to h av e p res­ 
sure. If th e lid is sealed air tigh t 
y ou would get p ressure, but in th e 
ov en th e p ressure would be inside 
th e ja r and not 
around 
tih e 
jar. 
Th is would cause th e ja r to break. 
If tin cans were used in th e ov en 
th e 
p ressure 
formed 
inside would 
cause th e seams to burst. 
In 
th e 
p ressure cooker th ere is p ressure in­ 
side and around th e ja r or can. Th is 
balance of p ressure p rev ents th e ja r 
from breaking or 
th e 
cans 
from 
bursting wh en th e tem p erature goes 
h igh er th an 212 degrees F. 
Boiling canned food six 
to nine 
h ours in a w ater bath or ov en us­ 
ually destroy s th e bacillus botulinus 
and may keep th e food. Ex p eriments 
sh ow th at ev en th en th ere are cases 
of botulinus p oison p resent. 
Th is 
meth od, besides not being 
entirely 
safe, is unsatisfactory 
because 
th e 
long p rocessing destroy s food v alue, 
tex ture, color and flav or. 


Can Fruit, Tomatoes and Rip e 
Pimentoes In Water Bath 


Th e w ater bath is an economical, j 
p ractical, and safe meth od for c a n-; 
ning fruits, tomatoes and rip e 
p i- ' 
mentoes. Since w a te r is a 
better | 
conductor of h eat th an 
air, 
can­ 
ning in th e w ater bath takes 
less 
time th an in th e ov en. Th e Indiana 
Agricultural Station 
found th at it 
took 9 5 to 110 m inutes for food in­ 


side th e ja r in an ov en to reach 212 
degrees F., wh ile it took only 
20 
to 25 minutes in th e 
w ater 
bath . 
Th at makes th e w ater bath a quick­ 
er and ch eap er meth od. Besides, 
it 
is usually 
considered 
th a t 
foods 
cooked for a sh orter p eriod of time 
h av e th e best flav or, food v alue and 
tex ture. 
A w ater bath canner is easy to 
arrange. Any large kettle 
with 
a 
rack or false bottom and a tigh t fit­ 
ting lid may be used. A wash boil­ 
er, small tub, bucket, or a 
roaster 
may serv e th e p urp ose. Th e kettle 
sh ould be deep enough to allow th e 
w ater to be one or two inch es abov e 
th e top of th e cans or jars. 
In a w ater bath more liquid is re ­ 
tained in th e jar. Wh en canning in 
th e ov en, liquid bubbles out 
of 
th e 
jars and goes to waste, leav ing 
a 
v acant sp ace in th e top of th e jar. 
If th e lids were tigh tened to av oid 
loss of liquid, th e p ressure inside 
would break th e ja r or seal. 
Peach es, p ears, ap p les, and ap ri­ 
cots often turn dark wh en canned in 
th e ov en. Berries, ch erries, and small 
fruits are th e only foods th at may 
be canned easily in th e ov en, 
be­ 
cause h eat 
p enetrates 
th e 
small 
fruit better th an larger fruit. Ev en 
th ese are better wh en p rocessed in 
a w a te r bath . 
Op en kettle canning is not recom­ 
mended because th ere is a greater 
p ercent of sp oilage, and th e food is 
often mush y in tex ture.
